1. I am the Director of the Office of Security of the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) . M y official circumstances 
remain the same as described in my affidavit of 26 May 1978, 
in the above-captioned litigation. The substance of my 

26 May affidavit and its accompanying Document Disposition 
Index is incorporated by reference and made a part hereof. 

2. This affidavit is intended to supplement and amplify 
remarks made in my affidavit of 26 May 1978 and in the Owen 
affidavit of 25 May 1978 in the above-captioned litigation and 
to relate the rationale and related Freedom of Information Act 
(FOIA) exemptions to the various documents or portions thereof 
withheld in this FOIA litigation. The categories of substance

3. All documents originally released, with portions 
deleted, have been annotated and copies appended. The notations 
«e letters which have been placed in the areas from which 
deletrons were made. The letters correspond to the letters used 
m the Document Disposition Index to designate the different 
categories of information deleted. The only deletions which are 
marked are those which contained classification markings 
or related information control markings, including declassifica- 
tion determinations. These latter markings are not deleted as 
being exempt under POIA exemptions, hut because classified docu- 
ments processed for release under POIA cannot be released if 
they are currently classified. When they are declassified, in 
whole or in part, removal of the classification and related 
information control markings is part of the administrative pro- 
cedure of declassification. See paragraph IS of the Owen 
affidavit.

The classification 
markings were on the subject documents when retrieved from 
CIA records. In those instances in which classification is 
currently claimed to withhold information in a document, that 
determination was made in accordance with the criteria 
established under Executive Order 11652. 

5. Two corrections are needed in the comments made 
in the Document Disposition Index attached to my affidavit 
of 26 May 1978. The comments regarding Document S-ll should 
be changed to read "a. information pertaining to intelligence 
methods (b)(3).” The comment regarding Document S-12 should 
be modified by deletion of paragraphs a. and b.

: Deputy Director lor Support- 

: The Militants: An Up-date on the 
Black Power Threat 



1. This memorandum is for in fo rmgtion only. 

2. By memorandum entitled "Threat to CIA by Some 
Black Power Elements," dated 11 December 1967, I advised you of 
the results of inquiries with the Federal Bureau of Investigation and 
the review of existing materials in the Office of Security concerning 
militant "Black Power" organizations .and personalities. I specifi- 
cally noted those groups and personalities which have expressed 
hostility against this Agency and its operations. 

3. Since that time additional significant information has 
been received which reflects increased activity on the part of the 
militants, coupled with threats for what they have termed "The Bloody 
Summer." Although the ranks of the extremists arc still proportion- 
ately small, their threats of violence must be given greater weight 
than might normally he attributed to their sir, all percentage of the U.S. 
Negro population. A review of these recent developments is aLtached 
for your information. 

/I. In addition to the new information on the extreme mili- 
tants, we have also noted two scheduled developments for Lhc months 
of April and May which will be of interest to you. They are: 

a. Beginning on 22 April 1968, Dr. Ma rti n E nthej*^ 
King. .Tr., and his Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
Vvil l initiate their "Poor People's Campaign" in Washington, D. C. 

On that day, l)r. King has indicated he will lead "waves of the nation's 
poor and disinho r itrd" inlo lhc city for prolonged, disruptive and ’non- 
violent" demonstrations to demand government action for "jobs or in- 
come for ail. " lie has indicated that his initial cadre of up to 3, 000 
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volunteers will remain in the nation's capital "until America responds," 
In what Dr. King calls the "last resort Tor nonviolence," SCL.C re- 
portedly plans lobbying and other action against the Capitol, a shut-down 
of albgovcr nment buildings, transportation tie-ups and school boycotts. 
U has been threatened that if troops arc used to quell these actions, Dr. 
King will call for demonstrations in other key cities of the nation. As 
the campaign escalates, SCLC has indicated it will call in peace groups 
to strengthen Lire program. 



Significantly, Dr. Kin g's campaign will begin early 
in t he announced "International Days of Protest, » 21-30 April 1968, 
sponsored by the National Mobilisation Committee to P.nd the War in _ * 

Vietnam, a, group in which Dr. King, jM#*tkr-«lvmgT*»nfW.to-v*-riJan»esaJ3eveli 
^a-King~aid' 2 have been particularly acLivc. The Nali onai Mobilisation 
Commilt.ee is known to include members cf the Communist Party, USA, 
and other subversive groups. Present plans for the ten-day Vietnam 
piotcst call Cor local ancl regional demons -rations and concentrated 
o] ganizing efforts around the country, as well as coordinated protests 
ahio.td. As part of the campaign, the Student Mobilization Committee to* 
Find ihc War in Vietnam, Students for n Democratic Society^ and SNCC's *“ 
Black Anti-war Anti-Draft Union have issued a call for a national 
student Strike for peace in Vietnam and against racism at home and 
abroad, " 26 April. On 27 April the sponsors have called for a unified 
demonstration of the full force of the movement with organized protests 
and marches in major U.S. cities. 
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Despite Dr. Kind's statements the Washirgton 
protests arc for "jobs or income for all, ” there can be little doubt
